Nieden, Given 1 to 7 


Years and Lashinski 


Three Flat. 


Louis Nieden, found guilty by a 
jury May 2 on a charge of receiv- 
ing stolen property was sentenced 
to 1 to 7 years in the state peni- 
tentiary and Adam Lashinski, who 
had pleaded guilty to a burglary 
charge on May 27, was given a flat 
•three years in the penitentiary by 
District Judge Frost late Thursday 
afternoon. 
Following sentencing of Nieden, 


arrangements were made to per- 
mit him to remain out on bond 
until Monday to give his attorneys 
time to perfect an appeal They 
had asked a new trial after a jury 
found him guilty. 
Judge Frost 
heard arguments on the question 
May 23. and had had the matter 
under advisement until Thursday 
afternoon when he overruled the 
motion and passed sentence. 
Attorneys for Nieden asked that 
the man be paroled. They claimed 
his wife and three small children 
would suffer while no one would 
gain by his being sent to prison. 
Nieden himself asked leniency for 
the sake of his family, again deny- 
ing that he knew the goods he 
purchased were stolen. 
Judge Frost. - acknowledging his 


belief in the parole system, told 
Nieden and his attorneys that he 
could not see his way to paroling 
the man. The -judge pointed out 
that the two men who had sold 
the goods to Nieden were in the 
state reformatory and that testi- 
mony at the trial indicated that 
Nieden had encouraged the boys 
to sell him the goods. •. 
Lashinski was given three years 


by Judge Frost after Deputy Coun- 
ty Attorney Young had outlined his 
former record from data given by 
the United States department of 
justice to the local police depart- 
ment The man was arrested here 
after he had been caught in the 
Dierks-Drumm Lumber Co. 
He had previously been given 
three years to the Missouri peni- 
tentiary for grand larceny, 10 days 
in jail at Lafayette,, Ind., for tres- 
passing, and two days in a Penn- 
sylvania jail for illegal train rid- 
ing. The man said he had been in 
institutions all his life, naming sev- 
eral orphanages in which he had 
been cared for as a boy.

FOR 1929 REVEAL^ 
BUT TEN MURDERS 
LONDON, July 
4—C4»)— There 


•were onlv ten murders of persons 
more than 1-year-old committed in 
the London police district in 1929, 
compared with an average of twen- 
ty-two during the past two years, 
the annual report of. Lord Byng, 
chief commissioner of the metropol- 
itan police shows. 
While a decline is noted as re- 
markable, the report points out the 
facts that the proportion of undis- 
covered culprits is unusually high, 
there being four such last year. 
These include the malefactors in 
the notorious Sidney poisoning case 
at Croydon in which three persons 
were killed. 
Cases of manslaughter were nearly 
double the number of ,192$, with the 
increase attributed" to motoring. 
Drunkenness showed a substantial 
decrease, the charges being- 23,569, 
or 2,488 fewer than in 1928. Gambl- 
ing increased and there were more 
arrests than in any year since 1924. 
There were 17,664 offenses of all 
kinds on -which indictments were 
rendered, an increase of 1,778 over 
the 1928 figure. The total of those 
killed by automobiles was 1,362,'the 
highest in history.

Legislative Clerk In Early 
and Served In Nebraska 
- Constitutional Convention. 


Word of the death of Dr. J. F. 


Zedifcer, former resident of Lincoln, 
was received by his daughter, Mrs. 
E. S. Gunn, 642 North Thirty-fourth 
street. He died at Orting, Wash., 
July 2. Funeral services and inter- 
ment will be held there Saturday. 
Dr. Zediker was born in Mercer 


county, Pa, Dec. 29, 1842. His 
paternal grandparents came from 
Germany in 1800. His father and 
mother were both physicians. His 
mother, Elizabeth Bose traced her 
ancestry to Andrew Hose who came 
to America about 1675 with Wil-. 
liam Perm from Holland. She was 
also connected with the McKinley 
family 
which gave the 
United 
States its twenty-fourth president. 
Dr. Zediker's 
grandparents set- 


tled in Pennsylvania before it was 
a state, his parents settled in Iowa 
before it became a state and he 
came to Nebraska, took a homestead 
in Franklin county in 1871 just af- 
ter Nebraska became a state. 
Dr. Zediker served as clerk in 


the Nebraska legislature from 1873 
to 1885 and again in 1895. In 1875 
he was representative of Franklin, 
Phelps and Gosper counties in the. 
constitutional convention. 
Upon moving: to Washington in 


1903 Dr. Zediker built up a large 
practice. He retired about ten years 
ago and spent his last years in re- 
ligious work. 
He was a Civil war veteran serv- 
ing four years' and six months. He 
was captain of the Twelfth Iowa 
infantry- He was married in 1865 


afc Manchester. la., to Miss Julia 
Douglass. Eight children, four boys 
and four girls were born to this 
union. Two of the boys, Zeno and 
Zellen preceded him in death. Mrs. 
Days sediker died in 1907. 


He" is survived by fous daughters, 
T-s.

WOULD CONTEST 


NORRIS ALONE 


Will Consent To Run 


If Four Others Quit 


The Field. 


If and when four other candi- 


dates for United States senator in 
th^republican primary shall agree 
to quit the field. ex-Governor Sam 
B. McKelvie of Lincoln, member of 
the federal farm board, will consent 
to enter the race against Senator 
George W. Norris for renomination 
on the g. o. p. ticket. 
In case, however, Senator Norris 


will withdraw his name from the 
republican list and submit his can- 
didacy to the voters of Nebraska as 
a democrat or an independent, then 
Mr. McKelvie will stay out of the 
contest. 


Nomination Petition Filed. 


These conditions are laid down by 
the former governor in a statement 
given out Thursday afternoon just 
before he left for Chicago to re- 
sume his work at the head office 
of the National Grain corporation. 
Earlier in the day, petitions asking 
to have McKelvie's name placed 
upon the republican primary ballot 
had been filed with the secretary of 
state by Ned Brown of Arbor, who 
also paid the $50 filing fee to the 
treasurer of Lancaster county. 


A formal acceptance in writing by 


Mr. McKelvie will be required within 
the next fifteen days to complete 
his senatorial filing. Without this. 
the petition nomination will not be 
effective. 
In connection with his statement, 


Mr. McKelvie said orally that he 
had no knowledge of the con- 
templated filing for senator by 
George W. Norris of Broken Bow.

KENESAW, Neb.. July 4—"One 


declaration of independence will not 
last a nation forever. We need many 
of them at different times and 
about inany different things. Each 
generation must have its own Jef- 
ferson, Franklin and Washington," 
Attorney General C. A. Sorensen 
asserted in an Independence day 
address delivered here Friday morn- 
ing. 


"Washington was jealous of our 


independence. In my opinion his 
advice against entangling alliances 
is still good. We have had enough 
war for a while. The next time we 
get an invitation to mix Jn, let us 
think twice and tl.en some," he 
added. 


"Do not think for a moment that 


we will not be invited. France and 
Italy are now making faces at each 
other. 
If they come to blows, a 


great appeal 7,-ill be made to us in 
the name of democracy to help one 
side or the other. But why should 
we? What particular difference 
does it make to us whether France 
or Italy dominates Europe? 


"One 
of these days we will also 


be urged in the name of religion 
to fight Russia* 
We will be told 


harrowing stories of the tearing 
down of churches and the imprison- 
ment of priests and preachers. Let 
the Russians attend to their affairs 
and let us attend to ours. Let us 
not commit ourselves to the impos- 
sible task of making the world 
democratic and religious by force. It 
cannot be done and if we try we 
may lose our independence and 
greatness as a nation."

Warns Against Feudal 


Political Lords In 


Government. 


ARNOLD, Neb., July 
4—CSV- 
Fear lest the American constitution 
be destroyed by lawless men rather 
than by lawful amendment was ex- 
pressed by State Treasurer W. M. 
Stebbins in an 
address delivered 
here today. 


Referring to a recent article on 


the power of communism in 
the 


United States, he declared it true 
only so far as great 
metropolises 


are concerned. In the corn belt 
states, he added, is the backbone of 
the government. 
In the cities where communism 


prevails, he asserted, are gang 
leaders and their reign of fear and 
murder. 


"That is' the system of the old 


feudal lords." he said, "who collect- 
ed their armies, bore down on a 
community and sacked it, and then 
divided the spoils with the mem- 
bers of the party. 


"I don't believe the reign of gun- 


men will so far extend itself as to 
become a national menace in this 
intelligent nation of ours. "But there 
is another far more subtle and 
more dangerous menace. And that 
is the man or woman who sets him- 
self up as a feudal political .lord 
and who respects organized politi- 
cal government only when he is a 
candidate for public office."

Griswold 
Says 
Public 


Must Take More Inter- 


est In Affairs. 


FALLS CITY, Neb . July 4—(IP}— 


Dwight P. Griswold, department 
commander of the American Legion, 
delivered the Independence day ad- 
dress here and flayed the public's 
indifference to governmental ques- 
tions. 


"As one result, it seems that none 


can be elected to office without be- 
ing wealthy," he said. "Through a 
well-financed organization and ex- 
pensive advertising, the rich are 
acquiring a monopoly on the impor- 
tant public offices.

And the present problem 
is harder because the example of 
bad government is not so vivid as 
it was to the men who were just 
casting off the rule of the British 
monarch.

Are there not still millions of peo- 
ple throughout the world v/ho are 
in need of our foodstuffs. Is it to 
satisfy 'the greed of industrialists 
who want to monopolize the for- 
eign market that the farmers are 
being denied that opportunity? I 
fear that is true."

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GAS FRANCHISE 


PETITION FILED 


1,854 
Sign Request For 


Vote On Council 


'Action. 


Hope To Place Issue 


Before People At 


August Election. 


Petitions asking that the natural 


gas franchise ordinance passed by 
the city council recently, be sub- 
mitted to a referendum vote, were 
filed with City Clerk Berg late 
Thursday afterncon by T. S. Allen, 
attorney. Other petitions are yet 
to be filed, Mr. Allen stated. These 
probably will be in Saturday and 
are expected to swell the number of 
signatures to well above 2,000. There 
are 1,854 signatures on those already 
in the hands of the clerk. 
When he filed the petitions Mr. 


Allen stated that he hopes the fran- 
chise 
will be submitted at 
the 


August 12 primaries. '"Of course," 
he added, "it is not necessary that 
the council submit the franchise, 
if the councilman are ready to re- 
peal the measure that has been 
passed. Failing in this we hope 
that it will be put to a vote in the 
August primary, as the men and 
women who have signed them be- 
lieve that the people of the city 
should have an opportunity to say 
whether or not a million dollar 
franchise should be given away." 


According to Mr. Allen each sig- 


nature is that of a registered voter. 
In view of this, and the fact that 
there probably will be more than 
2,000 where but only 1,100 are re- 
quired, it is possible that Mr. Berg 
will not verify the registrations, be- 
fore presenting the petitions to the 
council Monday afternoon. 


Ask Repeal or Vote. 


Each petition, in addition to con- 
taining the names of the signers, 
also bears the title of the ordinance. 
A statement following the title says: 
"We ask and petition that your ac- 
tion in passing said ordinance be 
reconsidered and said ordinance en- 
tirely repealed, or submitted to the 
voters of Lincoln, Nebraska, at a 
special or general election for their 
approval or rejection, as provided 
by the charter of said city." 
In addition each circulator has 


attested that the signatures are 
genuine. Tnose who circulated the 
petitions are Boyd C Biggs, D. T. 
Fenton, Dewey G. Klein, Elmer D. 
Walker, F. R. Rider, Opal M. Lock- 
ard, George P. George, Edward M. 
Hoskinson, Flora Teigler, John G, 
Teigler and Frank H. Fortune. 
Filing of the petitions by Mr. 


Allen immediately suspends 
the 
validity of the franchise ordinance, 
at the end of fifteen days required 
to elapse after its passage before 
becoming operative, according to 
the 
referendum provisions of the 
charter. The charter also provides 
that when petitions protesting 
an 


ordinance and asking for a referen- 
dum have been filed, "it shall be 
the duty of the council to reconsider 
such ordinance; and if the same be 
not entirely repealed," the council 
shall submit it to* a vote at a gen- 
eral or special election for that pur- 
pose. 


Procedure Doubtful. 
The provision of the charter call- 
ing for a reconsideration of the or- 
dinance, has been the cause of spec- 
ulation on the part of the council- 
men and F. A. Peterson, city at- 
torney, as to exactly what it means. 
There is no thought of evading sub- 
mission of the measure. But the 
council is wondering just what pro- 
cedure to follow since, as far as can 
be determined, this is the first time 
there has ben a rcall of an ordi- 
nance attempted, since the charter 
became effective, and there is no 
precedent to follow. 


It Is the .word "reconsider" that 
is bothering city officials. The 
problem has been referred to the 
legal department and an opinion 
will probably be ready Monday. This 
is expected to advise that the coun- 
cil should either approve or disap- 
prove a resolution to the effect that 
the franchise be repealed. Should 
the latter be the verdict a resolution 
directing that the ordinance be sub- 
mitted to a vote August 12. probably 
will be the next step advised. How- 
ever, should repeal be approved, an 
ordinance will be required. This 
will have to be read "three times, 
passed and published, fifteen days 
elapsing before the repeal becomes 
effective. 


When he filed the petitions, Mr. 
Allen said:

"The men and women who have signed | 
these petitions believe that the people of 
IJncoln should hue an opportunity to 
sar whether or not a million dollar fran- 
chise should be given away. When natural 
gas can be bought lor 10 cents or less per 
thousand cubic feet as it goes Into the 
mains In Oklahoma, the xaucltnum charge 
of $1.00 per thousand cubic leet here seems 
excessive. It means that the people will 
pay the same old price for gas. We pay 
now for manufactured gas 11.08 per thou- 
sand cubic feet 
The maximum price fixed 
by the ordnance is a meter charge of 25 
cent*, first thousand cubic feet Sl.OO. sec- 
ond thousand cubic feet $1.00. third thou- 
sand cubic feet si 00. or a total of 13.25. 
Divide this by three and it is plain to see 
that the maximum rate under the new 
ordlaasce will be SI 08 1-3—one-third of a 
cent more per thousand coble feet than 
we pay for artificial gaj 
"If the gas company wanted to sell this 
cooking load only to the city of Lincoln 
the first question put to it" would have 
been how aiuch cheaper will the peopk set 
this nrw natural gas trtan we are paving 
now. The juxwcr necessarily would have 
been one-third of a cent higher. Naturally 
the people would say we do not want it on 
that basis.

PLEA FOR STATE 
LIQUOR CONTROL 
Copeland Says Way Must 


Be Found to Break 
Prohibition Chains. 


NEW YORK, July 4—W)—Dele- 


gation of authority over the Jiquor 
problem to the individual states was 
urged today by Senator Copeland 
of New York in an address at the 
Tammany Fourth of July celebra- 
tion. 
"There will not be contentment 


in the state of New York and in 
many other states," he said, "un- 
less the constitution is so modified 
as to permit the state itself to de- 
termine what shall be its course in 
this particular matter." 


New York, he continued, has the 
right "to settle a purely domestic 
matter as the overwhelming major- 
ity of its citizens desire it to be set- 
tled." He added that under no cir- 
cumstances must the saloon be per 
mitted to return. 
Chains Must Be Broken. 
'If we are chained to the cause of 


present day prohibition," he said, 
"there must be found a way to 
break the chains. 
That must be 
done in the legal way, the constitu- 
tional way, granting the right and 
privilege to every state to choose 
for itself how this problem should 
be dealt with within its borders. 


"New York has a right to say: 'We 
are dissatisfied with the present 
constitutional amendment and de- 
mand a revision of the constitution 
which will leave the'state free to 
deal with the liquor problem as it 
chooses." 
PORTUGAL READY 


TO RAISE RATES 
ON YANKEE GOODS 


LISBON, Portugal, July 
Decrees raising duties on American 
imports in proportion to the higher 
rates at American pof ts on imports 
from Portugal are expected to be is- 
sued here shortly.

Smoot tariff measure, although the 
government has been strongly urged 
to take this tsep.

Delegates to the national gover- 
nors' conference, which convened 
Monday in Salt Lake City, planned 
to gather for the dedication in a, 
tunnel cewn a mile and an eighth 
through solid mountain rock. 
The ceremony called for the ap- 
pearance of a rider in the gaxb of 
the pony express, who was to pre- 
sent the key to the lock to Gov. a. 
H. Dern. 
Alter the program at the tunnel 
the governors were to proceed 
to 
the Grand Canyon lodge to partici- 
pate in an Independence day pro- 
gram. John C. Phillips of Arizona 
presiding. Governor Norman S. Case 
of Rhode Island, and Gov. John 
Hatnmill of Iowa, were on the pro- 
gram. 
The final session of the governors' 


conference will be held tomorrow 
night at Bryce Canyon lodge where, 
with Governor Dern presiding, im- 
promptu remarks will be made by 
visiting governors. On Sunday the 
travelers 
will return via Cedar 
Breaks national monument to Cedar 
City, Utah, where the parties will 
separate. 
The new highway, with its two 


tunnels blasted throngh solid rock, 
cuts the distance between Zion and 
Grand Canyon national parks from 
142 to 126 miles, and that between 
Zion and Bryce national parks from 
149 miles to 88 miles.

New Law Provides Pensions For 


Vets Disabled Since World War 


WASHINGTON, July 4 — W) — 
The new veterans relief law, storm 
center of the closing hours of the 
congressional session, provides pen- 
sions for those who served in the 
World war and have become dis- 
abled since they were mustered out 
of the service. 
The pensions vary in accordance 


with the degree of disability, rang- 
ing from $12 monthly for 25 per 
cent disability, $18 for 30 per cent 
and $24 for 75 per cent to a maxi- 
mum of $40 for total and perma- 
nent disability. 
Under a clause written into the 
bill by the house, rejected by the 
senate and restored to the measure 
by the conferees, veterans who pay 
an Income tax are ineligible to 
share in the benefits of -the law. 
The bill was drafted to meet the 


views of President Hoover after he 
had vetoed the Johnson-Rankin 
measure. Brought up in the sen- 
ate, the rates were increased to a 
maximum of $60 a month, in op- 
position to the wishes of the chief 
executive. 
Meeting yesterday, the conferees 


restored the rates to the level of 
the house bill. A letter from Mr. 
Hoovei* to Senator Watson, chair- 
man of the conference committee, 
urged this be done. 
The conference report was op- 
posed in the senate and the presi- 
dent and the senate conferees were 
roundly criticized by- a small group 
of 
Independent republicans 
and 
democrats. 


These included McKellar of Ten- 
nessee, Walsh of 
Massachusetts, 
Connally of Texas, Barkley of Ken- 
tucky 
and 
Black of Alabama, 
democrats, and Norris of Nebraska 
and La Follette of Wisconsin, re- 
publicans.

Senate is Requested to 


Meet Monday to Take 


Up Naval Treaty. 


Proclamation States That 


An 'Extraordinary 


Occasion* Exists. 


WASHINGTON, July 4 


President Hoover today proclaimed 
an extra session of the senate be- 
ginning on Monday for considera- 
tion of the London naval treaty 
and left shortly afterward for his 
Rapidan river camp iri Virginia to 
rest and work some on a message 
to that meeting. 
. At the capitol, senators bn op- 
posite sides of the treaty question 
were busying themselves for 
the 


impending contest, with indications 
pointing to a session of ten days 
or two weeks. 


Senator Reed, republican, Penn- 
sylvania, one of the American dele- 
gates to the London parley, arrived 
at his office early and began prep- 
arations for the 
debate. Nearby 


was Senator Johnson, 
republican, 
California, an opponent of 
the 


treaty, 
bestirring 
himself 
for a 


vigorous effort to prove that pact 
falls far short of national expecta- 
tions. Both are members of «the 
foreign relations committee. 


Chairman Borah, who' has indi- 
cated approval of the treaty, and 
other leaders in the impending con- 
test would make no predictions as 
to how long the session would last, 
but other close observers of the sit- 
uation felt it could last no longer 
than Vffo weeks at the most. 


The text of the president's call for 
the special session follows: 


Text of Call, 


"Whereas, public interests require that 


the senate of the United States be con- 
vened at 12 o'clock on the seventh day 
of July next to receive such communica- 
tions as may be made by the executive 
and in particular to consider and deter- 
mine whether the advice and consent of

London on April 22, 1830, by the pleni- 
potentiaries of the president of the United 
States of America, the president of the 
French republic, his majesty, the king of 
Great Britain, Ireland, and the British

India, his majesty the king of Italy, and 
his majesty the emperor of Japan, trans- 
mitted to the senate on May l 1930-

BONDS IN JUNE 
TOTAL $1,096,633 


Ralph C.Lawrence Makes 


Report On Securities 


Registered. 


Public bond issues registered and 


approved in the state auditor's of- 
fice during June totalled $1,096,633, 
according to a compilation prepared 
by Ralph C. Lawrence, bond exam- 
iner for that department. Cities and 
villages promulgated $64,833 of that 
amount, while $411,800 represents 
obligations contracted by school dis- 
tricts. A few small issues were made 
by precincts and other subdivisions. 
Two-thirds of the municipal in- 
debtedness incurred last month, or 
$451,333, was in refunding bonds to 
replace and retire other" securities 
bearing higher rate's of interest. 
Only $233,500 in that class went for 
new civic improvements and pro- 
jects. 
School districts used $95,000 of 
their new bonds for refunding pur- 
poses and $316,800 for construction 
and equipment of school buildings. 
Deducting all refunding bonds for 
the aggregate, the net amount of 
new indebtedness contracted by all 
governmental units in the state dur- 
ing June was $550,300, Bond Exam- 
iner Lawrence reports. 
In the same month, $239,382 of 
former indebtedness was paid off 
and an equivalent amount of bonds 
cancelled by cities, villages, school 
districts and other governmental 
corporations. Aurora topped the list 
by cutting down its bonded debt 
$48,000. McCook lopped off $16,000; 
Gering, $14,000; Beatrice, $13,500; 
and Scotia, $11,000. Other subdi- 
visions paid and cancelled the fol- 
lowing amounts:

CHEMICAL BLAST 


FATAL TO SEVEN 


Over a Score of Others 


Injured in England 
Factory Explosion. 


CASTLEPORD. Eng.. July 4—</P) 


—Exploding chemicals killed seven 
persons instantly and wrecked the 
plant of the Hickson & Parsons 
chemical works here this afternoon. 
More than a score were taken to 
hospitals, some so seriously Injured 
they were not expected to survive. 


One of the dead was a man walk- 
ing along a river bank some dis- 
tance from the scene of the blast. 
He was thrown into the stream and 
was drowned. 


Felt Ten Miles Away. 


The explosion was so terrific that 


authorities in towns ten miles away 
heard and felt It and, after hurried 
telephone inquiries, rushed fire ap- 
paratus and ambulances to Castle- 
ford without waiting for calls for 
assistance. 


Rescuers went into the debris of 


the chemical plant only after dense 
clouds of deadly smoke had been 
wefted from th"6 scene by the wind. 
Search of the.ruins was continu- 


ing this evening. 
It was feared that at least two 


other workmen had been caught in 
the collapse of the factory.

A NEW FREEDOM. 


The Immediate effect of Admiral Byrd's conquest 


of Antarctica will be to provide -hundreds of millions 
of people with new conceptions and understandings 
bf the frozen regions which constitute the bottom of 
the earth. When its rigors and hardships and 
dangers are set forth with the unerring fidelity of the 
camera, when the howl of its winds and the blinding 
fury of its snows are heard and seen, when a school 
of great whales disport themselves through a "lead" 
in the Ice within a stone's throw of the houses which 
consTftute "little America" and finally when some- 
thing of the Stygian blackness of its long night casts 
itself upon the screen, there is a fuller appreciation 
of the savage primitiveness of the South Polar lands. 


Unintentionally Byrd and his associates furnish 


millions with a realization of the full significance 
and value of modern transportation as represented 
by the airplane. There are many minutes of intense 
drama and enthralling sights in the Byrd pictures 
of Antarctica, but none more poignantly appealing 
than when Gould and his men set forth with dogs 
and sleds and food for the Queen Ann mountains to 
establish, bases in advance of the attempted flight 
to the Pole. The fight which the men and those 
marvelous dogs made to .cross great crevices in the 
ice, to scale towering hills of ice, and to descend 
breath-taking inclines revived the memories of the 
hardships which Amundsen and Captain Scott must 
have endured in their slow, long trek to the South 
Pole. 


Dogs! 
When will men cease to love them"and trust them! 
It was a simple thing but more than one heart 


throbbed in sorrow when a shot rang out to break 
the awful stillness of the Antarctic and to terminate 
the life of the faithful team leader, who sick and 
crippled, refused to remain behind but could not 
push on after he had caught up with the pack. The 
Byrd pictures climajc a "century of exploration. They 
provide the prologue of a new age, different and 
distinct from those under which man has heretofore 
lived. Through the conquest of the air a new free- 
dom has been granted to mankind. The graves of 
scores of men, with hearts no less stout, with nerves 
of steel, remain as monuments to the old. There was 
Scott, within a short distance of his home camp, 
after having attained his goal, caught in one of those 
unexpected, sudden blizzards whose ferocity can be 
judged for the first time because a camera was there 
to record it. 


But Byrd and bis men were confronted with terri- 


fying problems and frightful hardships, even though 
the expedition, it can be seen from the pictures, was 
more carefully planned and executed than any -which 
has ever ventured into the South Polar regions. 
Crash goes the ice at the edge of Ross Barrier and 
a man is thrown into the icy waters. For a few 
minutes there is a frenzy of activity until tie is 
hauled out and hurried to the warmth and comfort 
of the ship's cabins. "S-w-i-s-h" comes a stinging 
wind from out of the frozen caverns of the moun- 
tains and in blinding clouds of snow three men rush 
to a great plane to pin it down so it cannot be blown 
away by the tornadic forces which have been 
loosened. But the labors are in vain and next morn- 
ing the wreck of the machine is found a half mile 
away. Then passes eleven eventful days while a 
gaunt tense group of men at Little America seek 
vainly to locate' their comrades. That is not the 
"make-believe" of the movies. It is what actually 
happened down there while. Byrd and his men were 
unlocking the secrets of the unknown continent 


And finally there is the start of the great flight 


to the South Pole the plane heads for the mountains, 
it reaches the towering foothills and struggles val- 
iantly to gain height as it heads for the pass through 
which Byrd hopes to soar over the Polar plateau to 
undying fame. Noble machine that it is. it groans 
under Its burden—it can't make' it—and in a flash 
200 pounds of precious food are sent hurtling thou- 
sands of feet downward. The plane shoots upward, 
it clears the pass, and then on to the Pole. 


The American people will be eternally grateful to 


Admiral Byrd for permitting them to share his great 
adventure with him.

DISREPUTABLE POLITICAL TACTICS. 


Republican opponents "of Senator George W. Norris 


who are dissatisfied with his lack of party regularity 
and his independent course in national legislative 
affairs have a right to work against his renomina- 
tion and re-election, and no fair-minded person ^i" 
deny them that privilege. But when resort is had to 
the filing of another candidate with the same name 
for the senatorship. the flght being made against 
Morris takes the aspect of dirty politics, and it will 
be resented as such by the electorate of Nebraska. 


t 
As Attorney General Sorensen says, there can be 


but one purpose in view In bringing another George 
W. Norris into the senatorial race. The plain Intent 
Is to divide the vote which would be cast for the 
senator in the republican primary and enable some- 
one else to win the nomination. 


That such tactics should be employed is tanta- 


mount to an admission by the anti-Norris contingent 
that it cannot defeat him in a fair and open fight. 
His namesake has no political standing and has 
never befcW been heard of in Nebraska politics. Why 
should this obscure personage be taken up and 
poshed to the front just at this time, if not with the 
object o£ rf-anslisg confusion in the minds of the 
voters and splitting the senator's following? 


There shouM be. some recourse in the courts to 


prevent the consummation of such a scheme. wWch 
is not only an Injustice to Senator Norris but, above 
and beyond that, would constitute a fraud upon the 
people of tec state. 
That the primary law 3s weak in failing to guard 


against this sort of contingency is evident. While no 
other Instance so flagrant as the one here presented 
has arisen, there have b«n plenty of cases where 
candidates ffled against others of the same name, 
relying upon the name rattier than agon their own 


merits and qualifications to obtain support at the 
polls. 


Right now, three men with the same name are 


contesting for the republican nomination • for state 
auditor; two of the same name for state treasurer; 
and two others with an identical cognomen are ex- 
pected to be In the field for railway commissioner. 
To suppose that it Just happened that way would be 
an abstird assumption. 


So long as we have the primary system, giving 


'anyone who wishes to run for office the right to 
initiate his own candidacy, more or less difficulty 
will be experienced in keeping political unknowns 
from breaking into the limelight because they possess 
familiar names. However, the law can be amended 
to draw the line against too close duplication; and 
the next legislature ought to do this. Parties are 
protected by statute against the unauthorized use of 
their names. To some extent, the same rule should 
hold against individuals who attempt to capitalize 
on the acquaintance and reputations of others. 
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INDUSTRY AND THE FARMER. 


Italy has practically shut out American automo- 


biles by means of a prohibitive tariff and now Por- 
tugal .threatens to follow suit. What country will be 
the next to take such retaliatory action against the 
United States on account of the Grundy-Smoot- 
Hawley enactment cannot be foretold, but other sim- 
ilar moves may be looked for, for suggestion is fre- 
quently effective, and may be found so in this in- 
stance. True, neither of the countries mentioned is 
among the leading purchasers of American cars, but 
both buy some, and every sale at this time counts. 


The situation in regard to the sale of American 


manufactured products in other countries is more 
serious than people out in this agricultural section 
may realize, for more and more the sale of products 
of the farm is becoming restricted to the home mar- 
ket. 
Other grain and cotton growing nations have 


been within the past few years rapidly expanding 
their productive areas, thus diminishing the demand 
for what has always been known as the "exportable 
surplus" grown in the United States. An exportable 
surplus is nothing but a loss if there are no cus- 
tomers to buy it, and that is just about the position 
we find ourselves in at this time. 


With American methods, machinery and efficiency, 


however, we can product manufactured articles to 
supply the world, and more and, more our foreign 
markets are being restricted to this class of exports. - 
It would seem the part of wisdom, therefore, to so 
shape our policies as to create a demand for our 
manufactures and thus keep our factories busy. Some 
of the greatest industrialists in the country warned 
of the effect which would follow the enactment of 
the present tariff law and stated that it would be 
to throw great numbers of men out of employment. 
Their predictions seem in a fair way to be fully 
realized. 


If the factories of the country are to reduce the 


number of their operatives to any appreciable extent, 
the prices for farm products will be still further 
depressed, for men out of work cannot buy ex- 
tensively. They live just as cheaply as they can, 
buying soup meat instead of steaks and roasts and 
oleo rather than butter. Consumption is reduced to 
the lowest possible mark, bills are not paid and 
bankruptcy petitions multiply. 


It has been said that agriculture can live without 


the factories, but that the latter cannot live without 
the former. As a matter of fact neither can live the 
way it should and is entitled to live, without the 
other. The home market is.the fanner's best mar- 
ket, and it is to his interest that every industrial 
operative be kept fully employed at the highest 
wages. As a result of the recently enacted tariff law 
there is a threat that that market is to be greatly 
restricted through diminution of employment; so the 
whole country is to suffer. 


TEETH FOR EARS. 


Eyes that see not and ears that hear not is noth- 


ing new to the American public but teeth that hear 
are. Yet that is one of the scientific novelties re- 
cently introduced in an experimental demonstration 
by a physics professor at Cornell university. 


Dr. Frederick Bedell put on the demonstration as 


a test to show the possibility of providing means for 
deaf persons to hear. He thinks the results show 
that the method can help deaf persons to listen to 
talking motion pictures and the radio. 


Guests of the professor who sat in on the experi- 


ment sipped sound in through their teeth as readily 
as a thirsty youngster gets around lemonade on a 
hot summer day. They listened, by means • of long- 
wooden straws, to music from a phonograph, which 
their ears could not detect. 


Ths wooden straws were placed by the listeners 


against a tiny metal disc, a special receiver for the 
deaf, which transmits inaudible vibrations to the 
wood. By biting the other end of the straw slightly, 
the music could be heard. 


Professor' Bedell explains that the sound vibrations 


pass directly to the auditory nerves through the 
bones, ear drums being unnecessary. Members of 
the medical faculty at Johns Hopkins university hold 
that about two-thirds of the deaf could hear through 
teeth vibration, as only a destruction of the auditory 
nerves prevents such hearing. 


Like many of the interesting devices science is pre- 


paring today, the applicability of the invention is 
still in doubt It is, however, an interesting indica- 
tion of the possibilities in store for defectives through 
scientific study and application. 


ADULT EDUCATION. 


A keynote of real significance to the progressive de- 


velopment of American life was sounded by Miss E. 
Ruth Pyrtle. of the Lincoln public schools, in her 
address this week as president of the National Edu- 
cation association. There is no more important valve 
to the control of American development along sound 
lines than adult education. 


The past quarter century has seen the amazing de- 


velopment of the public school systems of the country 
with great increases in the proportion of those able 
to take advantage of university training. The next 
quarter century bids fair to see a corresponding de- 
velopment in the opportunities lor adults continuing 
their educational growth. 


The expansion of study clubs, night univcrsi'ies, 


correspondence school work, has already given a sig- 
nificant indication of the latest trend in American 
education. It is a gloriously inspiimg signt to see 
hundreds upon thousands of persons /moving toward 
a larger horizon of national and world views, toward 
a fuller recognition of the social, political, and 
economic problems confronting the nation, toward 
a broader and richer appreciation of the treasures of 
art and literature collected by civilized man- 


Two great values can be realized through the slow 


accumulation of knowledge, of understanding, and 
of wisdom through -adult education. The one is the 
encouragement of a more intelligent approach to all 
problems. The other is the acquirement of capaci- 
Ues lor the better utilization of opportunities for 
leisure which seem an inevitable accompaniment of 
The vastly improved means of production whkh a 
mechanical age has given the world. No movement 
is more potential of fruitful results for the whole- 
some growth of the life of the nation.

claims on that premiership. She has 
been called "the Heloise of modern 
literature" who applied herself to 
all the human experiences that 
make this world and the next. The 
London 
Spectator 
avers that 
though her love for a man was de- 
feated she sublimated it in her 
worship of God. 


Study her poems, in which she so 


often, "changes the commonplace to 
a miracle and brings miracles, down 
like sparrows to the threshold of 
every day." 
A genius of Puritan 
descent, living in a provincial town, 
she developed a splendid 
serenity 


out of her crucified affections. Here 
is a sample of her work: 


"Savior! I've no one else to tell 
And so I trouble Thee, 
I am the one forgot Thee-so. 


Dost Thou remember me?" 


"Not for myself I came so far, 
That were the little load— 
I brought Thee the imperial heart 
; I had not strength to hold." 


"The heart I carried in my own, 
Till mine too heavy be, 


Yet strangest—heavier since it went

Here is consummate and subtle 
art, deeply, probing the mysteries of 
pain and the consolation which de- 
rives from absolute submission to 
the Eternal Goodness.

ANSWER. 
The Psalmist here describes the 
mysterious creation of human life 
and how from the undeveloped em- 
bryo it grows into a body endowed 
with marvelous members and facul- 
ties. By such expressions as "In thy 
book were they all written, which 
day by day were fashioned, when as 
yet there was none of them," he 
states his belief that man's entire 
course is planned ahead and record- 
ed in God's inkless scrolls. In other 
words, the 
Psalmist is convinced 
that an ideal scheme is prearranged 
for every individual existence. St. 


Paul maintains a similar 
position 
in his letter to the Ephesians: "For 
we are his workmanship, created in 
Christ Jesus for good works, which 
God afore prepared, that we should 
walk in them" (u, 10.) 


In Chaptered!, 7-10, Job satirizes 


the vaunted.wisdom of the friends 
who complacently patronized him. 
Their wisdom is so simple and rudi- 
mentary that even- the fowls of the 
air. and the fishes of the sea possess 
it. It is as though the patriarch said. 
"The lowest creatures in God's crea- 
tive scheme are just as much aware 
as you are that He is strong and 
wise." This phraseology must be 
treated as poetry. We have to re- 
member that the ancients did not 
make the distinction between human 


%and animal intelligence which mod- 
ern knowledge has formulated. 


QUESTION.' 


New York City 
I am a sincere atheist and a tax- 
payer in a community with a. tax 
rate of 530 per thousand. In this 
community ther eare six Protestant 
churches, two Catholic churches and 
a parochial school, all tax exempt. 
If these properties were taxed the 
rate would be less than $28. Why 
should I be taxed to aid in spread- 
ing doctrines I emphatically oppose? 


ANSWER. 


Churches and schools are exempt 
from 
taxation because they are 


agencies for the furtherance of the 
human well being. In spite of the 
fact that there is an overcrowding 
of churches it cannot- be said of any 
single one that it is an incubus up- 
on society. To be sure, the efficiency 
of some churches might be increased 
if they united their forces and this 
is being done in some localities, but 
the process is painfully slow. 


The skeptic cannot lawfully ignore 
any of the obligations of the society 
of which he is a member. If excep- 
tions should be made in favor of 
some taxpayers for oersonal reasons, 
confusion and injustice would fol- 
low. Objections to churches and to 
schools as an integral part of the 
organism of society, and the refusal 
to support them, establish a pre- 
cedent for treating other institu- 
tions in a similar way. In a democ- 
racy the voice of the majority rules. 
Those who decline to accept' its 
verdict should withdraw to some 
place where every one can do as he 
pleases. -There is no such place in 
the United States, or in any other 
civilized country. Applying your 
theory to other facts, thousands of 
pacifists are being taxed for the 
support of military f cjrces in which 
they do not believe, while many of 
our Christian brethren are com- 
pelled to support educational sys- 
tems they conscientiously deem in- 
adequate for the child's religious 
needs. These and kindred groups 
bow to the decision of their fellow 
citizens and I see no other course 
for you to adopt

There are two types of swelling 
on babies' heads after birth. One, 
called the caput succedaneum, is a 
soft swelling of various sizes, caused 
by the constriction of the birth 
passage around the presenting part. 
In prolonged labor this may be'so 
large that the baby's head may 
look very much deformed, but it Is 
nothing to be worried about for 
usually, in a few days to a week or 
so it goes doTro. 


The other swelling, and 3t is what 
your baby has. Mrs. K, is called 
cephateroatoma. This may also be 
due to prolonged lattor or to in- 
strumental delivery. It is caused by 
little separation of the periosteum, 
or bone covering over the 
sfcull 
bones, and is composed of oozing 
blood and serum. This swelling may 
not appear for two or three days. 
and then grow to various sizes, and 
it takes very much longer to ab- 
sorb. Very frequently they do ab- 
sorb without any difficulty at all, 
and evidently your doctor thinks 
Ihis.will occur to the one on your 
baby's head. However, if the heroa- 
toma doesn't absorb within a rea- 
sonable time. Abt recommends a 
slitting of the skin and expression 
of the contents, followed by band- 
aging.

Hindu Girl Student Would Improve Schools for 


Women and Spread Medical Knowledge for 


Her Nation's Emancipation.

NEW YORK, July 4—Education, 


liberty such as enjoyed by Ameri- 
can women, and medicine—not 
child-marriage, sale and supersti- 
tion—will give India new life and a 
proper place under the sun. 
That is the idea of Miss Pelmara 
Shahane, Hindu educator and child- 
hood friend of Mrs. 'Naidu, the 
Hindu poetess and first woman 
leader against British rule. Hers is 
a woman's view and that of an edu- ' 
cator.

Education a. Panacea. 


"Only education can save India," 
she declares. 
"With more women 


educated—and more of them in the 
medical profession especially—our 
race will go far. We need teachers, 
engineers, doctors and the liberal 
news of American women. I dont 
mean flappers. I mean those women 
who are so good-natured, so frank 
in their discussion and so generous. 
Such women learn more because 
they take criticism with a smile and 
have an open mind. 


"The trouble with our education 


is that it is not compulsory. Only 
the upper classes benefit by it. The 
poor either don't have the means or 
else the ambition. Besides education 
might do so much to reduce the 
caste system. Most of our people are 
more loyal to their own castes!" 


•Meanwhile, Miss Shahane criti- 


cizes the present system of educa- 
tion. She says that education 
should not be the same for women 
as for men. At present in India 
women are taught the same courses 
as men. They either have to pass 
these courses or else get out with- 
out graduation. 


"The same conditions should not 
prevail for women as for men. 
Women can retain their feminine 
charm if they are allowed to take 
courses after their likes. With men's 
courses they get the men's view- 
point. Such things as art, painting, 
music, literature and home eco- 
nomics are befitting to 'women. But 
today they are expected to know 
even something 
of 
engineering. 


Some of the wealthy women take 
their courses at home. They enjoy 
it and profit by it."

however, has very good evidence 
behind it, tending to prove that 
Captain ' Kidd actually owned it. 
The chest is not for sale. I tried to 
buy it, but the present owner, Mr. 
Hubert Palmer, of England, would 
not consider' any offer. 


The chest is made of oak, almost 


black, and certainly is very old. It 
is 26s/i inches long, 13 inches wide, 
and ten inches deep from top to 
false bottom. 


Mr. Palmer, who collects piratical 


things, writes me: 
"I found when I got it home 


ther was a tray at the bottom which 
•I could not .move. It took me some 
time before I found out the secret. 
It is very ingenious. At each end 
of the chest is a row of nails. All 
were fixed tightly except two and 
when these were removed the tray 
could be taken out. At the back of 
tray, fastened with old-fashioned 
nails; was the map of an island. 
You can imagine my excitement 1 


"The map is beautifully drawn, 
partly in red ink and partly in 
black, on parchment, showing the" 
exact spot where the treasure was 
buried, but unfortunitely no lati- 
tude or longitude is given. I won- 
der if this is the map to Kidd's 
treasure. Possibly it is a map given 
to him by another pirate. 


"At the bottom of the chest I 


found a Spanish knife, quaint old 
dagger, rather a nasty weapon in a 
closeup. Also some silver and cop- 
per coins (no pieces of eight, worse 
luck!), some old clay pipes, and an 
old sermon, dated 1662." 


Mr. Palmer's history of the chest 
is, briefly, this. He has had it 
about three years. It was formerly 
owned by Miss Pamela Hardy, great 
niece of Captain Thomas Master- 
man Hardy, B. N., of the "Victory."' 


Miss Hardy, when past 80 years 


of age, sold the chest to her fel- 
low townsman, Mr. Palmer, because 
she had no one to bequeath it to. 
She died less than a year ago 


Several years ago two rough-look- 
ing seafaring men (but aren't sea- 
faring men always supposed to be 
rough-looking?) called 
upon Miss 
Hardy and asked whether she had 
Captain Kidd's chest in her'pos- 
session. . The old lady was fright- 
ened, and refused to see her callers. 


Possibly a good clue to the mys- 
tery of the chest was lost there 
Naturally, Miss Hardy spent the 
rest of het life wondering what the 
two mariners might have told her 
if she had consented to see them. 


Captain Hardy, from whom Miss 
Hardy received the chest, had it as 
a gift from the great-grandson of 
Captain Kidd's 
boatswain. 
His 
story was that Kidd gave the chest 
to his boatswain with the admoni- 
tion that he would haunt the recip- 
ient of the chest if he ever broke it 
open. 


Air. Palmer also has an oak case 
containing many 
reputed Kidd 
relics, including six silver buttons 
from his coat, a leather belt, clat 
pipe, dice box, silver buckle, and an 
ivory whistle. These items also 
came from Miss Hardy. 


Mr. Palmer, in his latest letter 


asks me not to give his address in

Three days later, Kidd sent for 
Gardiner and had him brought 
aboard the sloop. It was then, ac- 
cording to the affidavit, that Kidd 
turned over to Gardiner to hold for 
him "a Chest, and a box of Gold, 
and a bundle of Quilts and Four 
Bayles of Goods." Gardiner took 
all this loot ashore, it was Kidd's 
plan to leave this portion of the 
treasure with Gardiner and return 
to claim it in case he should need 
ready money after meeting with 
Governor Bellamont. 


Gardiner adds that Kidd's men 
delivered to him on the island two 
bags of silver, weighing 30 pounds, 
"a small bundle of gold, and gold 
dust of about a pound weight,, to 
keep for him, and did also present 
the Narrator with a Sash and a pair; 
of worsted Stockins. And just be- 
fore the Sloop sayled Captain Kidd 
presented the Narrator with" a bagg 
of shgar, and then tooke leave and 
sayled for Boston." 


Poor Kidd never returned from 


Boston to claim his treasure. It was 
to Lord Bellamont's political advan- 
tage to' get him out of the way, so 
he was taken' to England illegally, 
there being no provision for capita] 
punishment 
for piracy in New 


England, and railroaded to the gal- 
lows. 
. 


Governor Bellamont speaks of 
Kidd's having, "buried" some treas- 
ure on Gardiner's Island, but adds 
that John Gardined delivered all 
this treasure very promptly, upon 
demand of the governor. It seems 
probable that he" used the word 
"buried" without any exact knowl- 
edge as to how the treasure had 
been placed on the island. ' 


I do riot believe that there is any 
authentic record of Kidd's ever hav- 
ing buried a nickel's worth of 
treasure. 


Bellamont, writing a long report 


on Kidd to the board of trade from 
Bston, July 26, 1799, gives himself 
?reat credit for recovering the 
treasure from Gardiner's Island. He 
tells how he appointed a commission 
composed of two councilmen, two 
merchants and the deputy collector 
of the port to search for goods and 
treasure brought in by Kidd, who 
was then under strict confinement 
in the Boston jail 


A search of Kidd's lodgings pro- 
duced, he says, a bag of gqld dust 
and ingots, all valued at one" thou- 
sand pounds. Also a bag of sijver 
of unestimated value. There was an 
enameled box containing jewels 
which Bellamont says Kidd present- 
ed to the governor's wife upon.his 
return. The governor estimates the

"Captain William Kidd declareth 
and saith That in his chest which 
he left at Garliner's Island there 
wags three small baggs or more of 
Jasper Antonio or stone of Goa (a 
medicine for fevers), severall pieces 
of Silk stript with silver and gold, 
Cloth of Silver, about a bushell of 
Cloves and Nutmegs mixed together 
and strawed upand down, 'severall 
books of fine white callicoes, severall 
pieces of fine.Muzlins, severall pieces 
more of flowred silk, 'he does not 
well remember what more was in it. 
He had an Invoyce thereof in his 
other chest. All that was Contained 
in the said Chest was brought by 
him and some given him at Mada- 
gascar, nothing thereof was taken 
in the ship Quedah Merchant. He 
esteemed it to be of greater value 
than all else that be left at Gardi- 
ner's Island except the gold and sil- 
ver.

Kidd's treasure, which has been 


dug after over thousands of square 
miles of coast, probably consisted -of 
the items mentioned in these various 
records, and most of it was in tne 
chests and bales left with John 
Gardiner.

Therefore, the first man who is 
knocked out with a brutal thump 
upon the kneecap can and probably 
will take his plea right up to the 
bar of justice and, the moment this 
happens, the boxing commission can 
go back to its domino game and 
wat until it is able to think up 
another good one. As a matter of 
fact, its no-foul idea has its mo- 
ments. It is not without real merit, 
judging by the testimony of those 
who are in a position to know much 
and those who are in a position to 
know nothing, and, besides, it has 
the logic of being a drastic step in- 
tend to end e drastic situation. 
If it has any basic weakness, oth- 
er than its lack of legal standing, 
this may be found in a bit of home- 
spun truth, I. E., that nobody yet 
has been able to legislate sports- 
manship.

,hree victims emerged from a pool 
room on Woodward avenue

walked to the automobile. As Can- 
non started to edge the car out of 
ts parking space, the two gunmen, 
who had been standing near the 
lotel door, walked quietly across the 
sidewalk and opened fire through 
the windows of the car. 


Mingle With Crowd. 


Thousands of persons were pass- 


ng on Woodward avenue and near- 
by streets and the hotel lobby was 
illed with guests. Their "job" fin- 
shed, the two men men Docketed 
their guns and mingled with the 
crowd.

French Officials Take

memorandum of Foreign Minister 
Briand. 
Holland submitted a formal reply 


to the former premier's proposal 
which was made public today. 


The Dutch officials expressed a 


lively appreciation of France's initi- 
ative, but suggested that further ex- 
changes must take place before the 
project could proceed. 
The memorandum submitted to- 


day expressed fear that such a fed- 
eration might prove an embarrass- 
ment to the League of Nations and 
that continental grouping might, in 
practice, aggravate differences be- 
tween the continents. 
This Holland feels, is the most 


difficult side of the problem that 
establishment of such a federation 
creates. 
Takes Issue With Briand. 


The Holland foreign office m an- 


other reservation takes issue with 
M. Briand's suggestion that the 
proposed federation should be based 
first on a political accord and then 
upon economic grounds. Holland 
feels ,the memorandum says, that 
regulating of political issues is not 
necessary to a general lowering of 
customs duties which by implica- 
tion it stresses as the most import- 
ant problem confronting Europe to- 
day.In official circles the 
reply was 


taken as encouraging. It was con- 
sidered that the objections raised 
would be in no way difficult to over- 
come. French officials pointed out 
that Foreign Minister 
Briand 
al- 


ways considered that such a federa- 
tion must be grafted 
upon 
the 


structure of the League of Nations 
and could not succeed if in any way 
inimical. 
To the idea that the federation

CODE OF ETHICS 


LOS ANGELES, July 4— (I. N. 


S.)—Believe it of not, ye gluttons 
of detective stories, but the next 
time your flesh crawls and your 
blood turns to ice as ycu follow the 
gory trail of the fiendish ^murder, 
the writer is "but playing fair with 
you.Take the word cf Colin Clements, 
the author, for it, there is "honor 
among writers of detective fiction" 
and they have adopted a code of 
ethics, and their stones are written 
according to 10 rules. 
The rules as revealed by him 
here today are 
' 


1. There, must be a murder. No 
other crime is important enough. 


2. There must, of course, be a I 
murderer. 
Otherwise, of 
course, 
there would be no one to track 


'• down. 
' . 


3. The murderer must be ration- 
al. Having a crazy murderer 'is 
cheating. 


4 
The reader must vhave an 
equal opportunity with the detec- 
tive to solve the mystery. 
5. All clues must be plainly 
stated and described 'somewhere in 
the story. The detective must not 
have tips and information that he 
keeps to himself. 


6. The murder must be solved 
by logical deduction. 
An accident 
or a. last-minute confession are tak- 
ing advantage of the breathless 
reader. They leave him feeling 
baffled and given a raw deal. 
7. The detective must never turn 


^out to be the murderer himself. 


8. The murderer must never be 
revealed as a professional killer, a 
hired gunman or thug. It's too 
simple, evidently, nowadays, ac- 
cording to the stories from Chica- 
go, to hire such a villian for a 
little money, and the reader has a 
right to expect something much 
more complicated for his time and 
perhacs his money. 


9. The murder must not en the 
last couple of pages turn out to be 
a suicide or an accident. That is 
tne worst bilk of all for the hard- 
working reader. 


10. And. finally, the murderer 


must be someone who has played a 
prominent Dart in the story—from 
the beginning, 
it's not right to 
dra£ in at the last minute some- 
body who just passed the scene of 
the crime in the second or third 
chapter and remained in darkness

As Colleges Grow, Educator Says 


(By Central Press.) 


NEW YORK, July 4—Are our in- 


stitutions of higher learning degen- 
erating into mere machines for the 
manufacture of mediocrity on a 
wholesale scale or worse still, super- 
ficial brilliancy? 


During rhe commencement exer- 
cises at colleges and' universities all 
«ver the country, accompanied by 
floods of oratory extolling college 
life and all its advantage;,-* dis- 
sentient but powerful voice has been 
heard. The owner of it is Dr. George 
F. Vincent, president of the Rocke- 
feller foundation, who speaks his 
mind about the crowded campus 
and modem education as offered by 
the large college. 
. . 


Quantity production is held by 
many to be the foe of thorough ed- 
ucation, according to Dr. Vincent. 
The last ten years has seen an in- 
flux of students that has almost 
overwhelmed the* undergraduate de- 
partments of the popular univer- 
sities. 


There are many 'reasons to ac- 
count for this sudden fondness for 
the higher learning. The ambitions 
of parents, increased wealth, the at- 
tractions of college life, assumed if 
not actual vocational advantages, 
and above all, social prestige, are 
the elements that hare reinforced 
and tttso obscured the original mo- 
tives that prompted parents to ssrsd 
young hopefuls through university. 


The L-isare Class. 


And so. the leisure class which 
some philosophers claim is •essential: 
to society is Jo be found not among 
rich men or idlers, but among tec 
many young people who go to col- 
lege merely to enjoy college life. 
Those who love learning are in 
tne minority on the campus, and are 
outnumbered hy far by the tmder- 
grads who -wis to ase college merely 
as a place where good contacts may 
be made.

Three of the cameras were 
especially built in his laboratory for 
this expedition. 
One. will shoot fifty feet of movie 
film. 
Another, will take stills 
through a choice. of color screen* 
A third will take movies in natural 
colors. 
Each camera is in a heavy brass 
case. Every operating device ex- 
tends through a stuffing box filled 
with graphite which water cannot 
penetrate. 
In tests the cameras have been 
left in ten feet of water for a week 
and emerged dry as a bone inside. 
Pillsbury, who is widely known 


for his movies of plant cells in pro- 
cess of germination, has 
never 


worn a diving suit. But he doesn't 
mind the idea, he saia>l>ecause he's 
on the trail of something new. 
He intends to return in October 
with the most complete set of sub- 
marine films ever obtained, and 
which he believes will be of great 
scientific interest. • 
In addition he intends to take 
microscopic movies of plankton — 
the minute sea life, half animal 
and half plant — which forms the 
bulk of the food for commercial 
fish. And most of his pictures will 
be in natural color. 
He will also make records of the 
"color schemes" of the ocean floor 
.in the south seas. This information 
will be turned over to the museum 
of natural history in New York. 
The museum has a complete ex- 
hibit of south seas submarine life 
but lacks the backgrounds neces- 
sary to the exhibits. In building 
the backgrounds it is essential that 
the exact colors be used. 
Pfllsbury will carry, sandwiched 
betrsen glass plates, cdor plates 
with 300 hues, each numbered. 
•While under water he -will sketch 
on a slate the form of the vege- 
table life, then mark on each draw- 
ing the proper color number.

Ancient club house lawn; a matter 
of 385 yards by the most con- 
servative measurement. 


The fifth hole and the fourteenth 


on the Old Course at St. Andrews 
are known as 520-yard holes. That 
•is, the pin, wherever it may be 
shifted, is found on an average of 
520 yards. The fifth, I think, may 
be five yards longer. 
When I suggest as a basis for 
contrast that Babby Jones took two 
enormous whacks with the lively 
ball to reach these greens, the 
lively ball being from 20 to 3* per- 
cent longer and Mr. Jones no toy 
walloper in winning, the British 
open of 1927 on this course, I be- 
lieve I have made out something 
of a case for Maister Ted Black- 
well.
